Senator Jones Says no one Will be Prevented 
From Speaking on It. 
WaAsHINGTON. June 16.—It is said that there 


‘will be no vote on the silver bill or any of the | 


pending amendments in the senate today. 
Senator Jones, of Nevada, says that several 
Senators desire to speak yet, in- 
cluding Senators Allison and Wal- 
<ott and that, notwithstanding the 
agreement to close the debate at 3 o’clock, no 
one will be prevented from speaking who ex- 
presses a desire to do so. He thinks the final 
vote will not be reached for twe or three days. 
Questioned as tothe character of the bilk the 
senate would pass, Senator Jones answered 
that it seemed quite probable now that it 
would be a bill providing for free coin- 
age. He said the effort to secure the pledges 
of a majority of the senate to vote against free 
coinage has beena failure. The inevitable re- 
sult, he thought, would be the passage of a bill 
including that feature. The list of republican 
Senators, favorable to free coinage, as given by 
one of them, includes Messrs. Walcott, Teller, 
Jones, Stewart, Plum, Ingalls, Mitchell, 
Power, Sanders and Cameron. : 
Senator Blair proposed two amendments to 
the silver bill today. One was to strike out all 
after the enacting clause and insert a section 
directing the secretary of the treasury, under 
the provisions of the act of 1878, to purchase 
silver bullion at the market price thereof and 
coin $4,000,000 monthly.

SPEAKING FOR SILVER. 


The Arguments of the Senators Yesterday 
* for and Against Free Coinage. 
WASHINGTON, June 16.--In the senate, a 
message from the house asking a further con- 
ference on the anti-trust bill was presented 
and the request assented to after remarks by 
Messrs. Edmunds and Vest. 
_Thedeficiency appropriation bill for pen- 
sions and the census were reported and passed. 
Mr. Biairintrodaced a joint resolution re- 


‘questing the president of the United States to 


institute an international conference, to meet 
in Washington, in February, 1891, with a view 
tothe formation of an international alliance 
for the suppression of siavery and the slave 
trade, and of traflic in  intoxicat- 
ing liquors, firearms and destructive 
substances with uncivilized people, and to 
provide for the establishment of schools of 
common knowledge, art andindustry. Alsoto 
secure the disarinament of nations and the @s- 
tablishment of internatioual courts, and appro- 
priating 100,000 for the expenses of the con- 
ference. Laid on the table, Mr. Biair an- 
nonnving his intention to address the senate 
hereafter on the subject. 
THE HOUSE SILVER BILL, 
The house silver bill was taken up, and Mr: 


| Danie) resumed his speech begun by him last 


Friday. Alluding to the expected passage of 
the bill today, he said that the day was one of 
great victory and triumph for the representa- 
tives of democracy and for those who, throwgh 
good report and evil repert, had steadfastly 
inaintaine the money of the people. It was 
aday in which a compliment was paid the 
legisiation of 1878, known as the 
Biand act, greater than anything 
that could be embodied in language. 
Those who had opposed the policy of that act 
in the beginning, and those who had continued 
in opposition thereto through many years, now 
came forward to pour their libations of praise 
on tle altar of the triumphant democracy, 
that was the author of that billand that had 
been its unyielding friend. That the world 
moved, and that this was a land of progress 
had never been better demonstrated than by 
the fact that the great leadcr of the republican 
financial policy in the United States (alluding 
to Senator Sherman), who had carried the 
single geld standard over. two conti- 
nents, had ‘come forward in his’ speech 
and lain down, at the feet of the donbie 
standard, and proclaimed that he was at last 
an advocate of silver money. He concluded 
by an expression of his belief that the coinage 
of silver was the only safe and proper exit out 
ofthe problem. If it was not safe, the fact 
could only be shown by what was, to a degree, 
an experiment, But it was an experiment 
that could be made without peril, as there 
would be ample timé to correct any evil ten- 
dency that might be developed before any 
harm would happen. Andit was an experi- 
ment necessitated by the demands of the times, 
and by the disordered system of finance into 
which the country had been thrown. 

Mr. Allison next addressed the senate. The 
house bill, he said, which was now the pending 
bill (ail other bills and amendments having 
passed away), was substantially the bill pro- 
posed by the tinance counmitiee when it made 
its report originally, with the exception that 
the house had added to it a provision for re- 
deeming in bullion, and a provision relating to 
free coinage, when silver should come to pay. 
There were two vital amendinents made tothe 
billas it was originally reported from the 
finance committee. As he had assented to the 
original report he expected to vote for that re- 
port substantially, as he believed it was the 
wisest and, on the whole, the best solution of the 
question, The bill having been referred to 
the finance committee for the second time, 
the committee had reported back amendments, 
one striking out the section of the bill reiating 
to free coinage, after a certain point, and one 
inserting a provision that the act shall termi- 
nate at the expiration of ten years. He would 
support the amendment to strike out the sixth 
section, but he would not support the amend- 
ment limiting the operation of the bill to ten 
years. Heregarded that limitation is unneces- 
sary, asimperilling the efficiency of the bill. 
He did not believe that the bill would last ten 
yenrs, or anything approaching ten years. 
ile regarded the pending ineasure, and the 
unanimity with which it was supported, as a 
compiete justification of the legislation of 
1878, which conteiplated a minimum monthlv 
coinage of 2,000,000 silver dollars and a maxi- 
mum of 4,000,000. 

The contest was between those who sought 
to destroy and outlaw silver, and those who 
sought to put it on an equality with gold. 
That was the contest, and he was for the full 
and complete restoration of silver as one of the 
coin metals of the world, and was willing to 
do whatever he could do to promote that most 
desirable obiect. Hecould not vote for the 
free coinage of silver at this time, or at any 
time in the near future. He could not do so until 
every efiort to-secure the use of silver by the 
commercial nations of the world was ex- 
hausted. 

Some reference having been made to the 
democratic platform of 1888, Mr. Vest re- 
marked that if the democratic party said noth- 
ing on the silver question in its piatform of 
1888, it was not because it had receded from 
the position which it had always held. It was 
because President Cleveland was an eastern 
man, a New York man, who did not sympa- 
thize with the majority of his party on that 
question. Mr. Cleveland had come to the pres- 
idency imbued with the prejudices of New 
York bankers, and was, in one sense (as far as 
hisiopinionjon]silver was concerned), a sectional 
man. He had reason to believe now that Mr. 
Cleveland was better informed on the subject, 
and wasin sympathy with the people of the 
great west, and of a majority of the democratic 
party. 

Vest declared thaton the silver question 
there wasno middle ground; that silver must 
be put on the same basisas gold; and that 
there never would be an equality between 
them so long as the coinage of silver was 
limited. 

Mr. Morrill called attention to the fact that 
tho limit fixed fur general debate had been ex- 
ceeded by nearly two hours. 

Mr. Hale gave notice that, hereafter, he 
would object to any further extension of time 
beyond the five minutes allowed to senators 
on each question. 


CONFEDERATE COLORS. 
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A Petition to Congress to Prevent Their 
Manufacture and Sale. 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—In the house, Mr. 
Williams, of Ohio, presented a petition of ex- 
soldiers of Dayton, Ohio, for the enactment of 
a law prohibiting the sale, use, manufacture, 
or importation of banners or flags, represent- 
ing confederate flags or the red flag of anarch- 
ists. Referred. 
The house then went into committee of the 
whole, (Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, in the 
chair), on the sundry civil appropriation bill. 

Judge Sayers, of Texas, offered an amend- 
ment making aspecific appropriation instead 
of an indefinite appropriation for the payment 
of back pay and bounty. 

Mr. Dockery, of Missouri, in supporting the 


amtndment, said that arrindefinite appropria- 
tion concealed the expenditure of $702,000. A 
similar clause in the deficiency bill conceaied 
the expenditure of $390,000. 

In the course of an extended political de- 
bate, Mr. McComas, of Maryland, predicted 
the passage of a law which would ensure a free 
ballot and fair count in the southern states. 

Mr. Sayers’s amendment, as far as it affected 
back pay, was agreed to—71 to 66; but as far 
as it affected bounty was lost—68 to 70. 

Mr. Bynum, of Indiana, offered an amend- 
ment to enforce the eight-hour law in the gov- 
ernment printing office. Ruled out on a point 
of order. 

Pending action on the bill, the committee 
rose and the house, at 5:20, adjourned.

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THE NEW LAW 


WHICH THE REPUBLICANS WOULD 
FASTEN UPON THE SOUTH. 


SENATOR INGALLS PROVES A TRUMP 


Hie Declines to Play the Role of Keed in the 
Senate, and Will Do Justice to the Sena~ 
tors on Both Sides. 


WasHtInarox, June 16.—{Special.]--The. 
national election law bill recently drawn up 
by Heury Cabot Lodge and Jonathan Rowell, 
was made publictolay. It is abont as has 
been - outlined in these dispatches. It is 
sevety-six pages in Jength, and besides pro- 
viding for federal supervisors, whose returns 
shall be rAcepted over tiiose of the state offi- 
cers, it provides for the punishment of hun- 
dreds of offenders, and severe punishment for 
purchasing votes or intimidating or even per- 
suading men to vote. 

AN INFAMOUS BILL, 

“The bill,” said Judge Cr'sp tonight, ‘‘is the 
most outrageous and iniquitous measure ever 
bronght before congress for passage. It 
is so drawn as not to be enforced except on pe- 
tition of 100 voters in a district, and as such 
a petition can only 1& gotten upin the south 
among the negroes, scallawags and carpet- 
baggers, itis intended only to apply to the 
south. Itis simply a legal means by which 
the republican leaders expect tosteal many 
southern districts, whether they receive tne 
requisite number of votes or not, and thereby 
to perpetuate their power.”’ 

INGALLS WILL DO GOOD WORK. 

The republican leaders expect to call up the 
billon Friday next, and have it yoted upon 
the following wednesday, allowing only five 
days for debate. While there are forty repub- 
licans in the house who are opposed to any 
such legislation, Reed will whip every one of 
them into line, and the bill will pass 
the house. In the senate, however, 
it is possible the bill will be. defeated, as 
Ingalls today refused to be a party to 
the adoption of Reed’s gag rules by the sci 
ate. Ingallsis a great stickler for senatorial 
courtesy, and would not, under any circum- 
stances, use his power ag presiding officer to 
shut off debate for partisan purposes. 

SENATOR GORMAN TALKS. 

In speaking of the senator’s position on the 
federai election law tonight, Senater Gorman, 
of Maryland, said: 

“The federal election law bill will not be- 
come alaw. The senate does the legisiating 
for the country. Underthe now Reed regime, 
the house passes bills, coneocts schemes and 
the senate kills them. I believe the house 
will pass the federal election law bill, bat vou 
may depend uponit, the senate will never 
agree to it. 

It will be passed by the house, in my opin- 
ion, to stir up feeling in the north against 
southern elections, and thus create political 
capital for the republican campaign orators to 
crow on. 

THE BILL SYNOPSIZED. 

Here is the synopsis of the bill the house 
will pass: 

The chief supervisors of ciections in judicial 
districts are charged with the execution of the 
law which is to apply to federal elections in 
cities of 20,000 inhabitants or upwards, and in 
entire congressional districts, exclusive of such 
cities upon application to the supervisor of 100 
voters, orin counties or parishes forming a 
part of a congressional district upon applica- 
tion from fifty voters. Supervisors 
are to guard, scrutinize and supervise the 
revistration and every act or incident 
cennected with registration, and plans for as- 
certaining who are legal voters. Upon notice 
from the chief supervisors, United States 
cireuit courts are required to open for the pur- 
pose of transacting registrat‘on and election 
matters. Supervisors are to be appcinted by 
the circuit courts, three in each ejection dis- 
trict or voting precinct, but two of whom are to 
be of the same political party. Supervisors are 
to attend all registrations in their districts, 
challenge persons, personally inspect and copy 
original registration books and papers, attend 
elections, and detect and expose improper or 
wrongful manipulation of the list. 

In case of the failure of the local election offi- 
cers to put the statutory oath toa challenged 
voter,and to pass at once upon his qualifications, 
then the supervisors are toapply test and receive 
aud deposit the vote, making a list of all such 
challenges. They are also to personally inspect 
ballot boxes before elections, keep independent 
ballot lists, and enclose rejected votes (en- 
dorsed with the name. of voters) in euvelopes. 

In addition to these duties, supervisors are 
required to make, in towns of 20,000 people 
and upwards, a thorough house to house can- 
vass before the election, to inform voters upon 
inquiry where and in what box to deposit their 
bailots, and to scrutinize naturalization pa- 
pers. In canvassing votes the state laws are 
to govern except thut all ballots are to be 
counted by tens first by an inspector of elec- 
tions, and second bythe supervisor, local elec- 
tion officers and supervisors keeping separate 
tally sheets, which are to be compared and the 
results publicly announced. Ballots deposited 
in the wrong box are to be counted. Returns 
are to be made by supervisorsin duplicate to 
clerks of the United States circuit courts and 
to the chief supervisor, whois to tabulate and 
refer them to the United States board of can- 
vassers of the congressional vote, which is to 
be appointed by the United States circuit 
court, consisting of. three citizens of the 
state and persons of good repute, not more 
than two of whom are to of 
the same political party. The board is to 
convene on November 15th, each even 
year and is to declare and certify the result of 
the election, ands@ad one return to the clerk 
of the house of representatives, one to the 
governor of the state, and one to the proper 
chief supervisor of elections. 

_ The clerk of the house is to place upon the 
roll of members-elect the names of persons de- 
clared elected by the United States canvassers, 
in case there is a difference in the result 
reached by them and by the state election 
officers. A penalty of between $1,000 and 
$5,000 is provided in case a clerk neglects this 


duty. 

All ballot boxes are to be clearly inscribed 
with its nature, and boxes are to be kept in 
»laces in sight and open to _ inspection. 
sribery, or attempted bribery, of voters or 
election ofticers is made punishable by a fine 
of not more than $5,000 or imprisonment for 
not more than five years, or both. Like severe 
enaliies are provided for false registration. 
‘oting, repeating, coercion of supervisors or 
voters,improper conduct of election affairs, 
false canvassing, ballot box stuffing, frandu- 
lent ballot distribution, resistance to super- 
visor’s lawful commands, breach offjthe peace 
at registration or election, intimidation and 


almost every known kind of election fraud. 
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The Farmers Will Surprise Them. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., June 16.—The farmer 
and labor organizations in this portion of In- 
diana are connected for the legislature and 
congress, in order to influence legislation in 
their interest.

It is said 
that there will be a great political sensation 
when nominations are made.

dwelling on Hill Farm, in Fayette comnty, | 


bear this place, and hundreds of afirighted 
persons, who knew the sound too well, feared 
another mine disaster, and reasoned far too 
weil. Ina moment fearful news had spread 
that Hil! Farm mines, owned by Philadelphia 
parties, had exploded. The low-browed hill 
from which the slope entered, shook from | 
month to pit, and a score of miners’ houses, 
like the fatal hill, shook for a moment, and 
then poured ont their frenzied inmates by the 
hundreds. A rush wus made to the mouth of 
the pit, but ingress was impossible as smoke, 
in dense volumes, was issuing forth. 

Vifty-two miners had gone to work this 
morning, and were An the slope when the 
explosion occurred, Of these fifty-two, 
eighteen were in the left heading, and 
thirty-four in the right heading. 

Those in the left heading, got out all right, 
the others were cut off and not one escaped, 
Fire damp, which exploded by an accidental 
spark from a miner’s lamp was the cause of the 
disaster. 

CAUSE OF THE EXPLOSION. 

At7o’clock this morning the gangs turned 
in at the mines, the smaller gang drifting off 
to the left, while the larger, some thirty-five 
in number, drifted to the right and descended 
some 800 feet from the surface, and at least 
a mile from the opening. These 
two drifts are connected, but the con- 
nection is from the main stem, some 
half a mile from the entrance. The miners, it 
seems, had been somewhat troubled with 
water, and an air shaft had been drilled from 
the surface to the juncture of the right and 
left shafts, where the water seemed to be most 
abundant. As the miners branched off from 
this point they knew that an air hole bad 
been drilled there that had not yet been broken 
into the mine, but they did not know that the 
shaft was to be broken in today. 

A miner named Kerwin had been leftin the 
right drift, near where that branch joined the 
miners’ exit, and in the course of his labors 
broke into the perpendicular shaft. The mo- 
ment this was broken into a flood of water 
gushed out, and Kerwin and a man named 

sandy, standing by, yelled out to someone to 
save the menin the right drift, as the water 
was pouring down the hillina stream, and he 
feared they would be drowned. Young David 
Hayes, who had seen the affair, leaped forward 
at the call and turned down the ‘left 
drift, in a deluge of water, to warn 
his endangered comrades below. Just as he 
passed the air shaft that had been broken into 
the rush of waters had changed to the ugly 
roar of the flood which blanched the cheeks of 
the men who stood behind and towards the 
light. 
THE FIRE DAMP IGNSTES. 

The flow of water had changed to a deadly 
voluine of fire damp, and as young Hayes 
swung by the shaft a blazing light flashed 
through the shaft fromend toend. It seemed 
that the daring youth carried an open-burning 
miner’s lampin his hat and he had hardly 
taken astep beyond the roaring shaft when a 
spark ignited the reservoir of deadly fluid, the 
fire damp, that had already accummulated, 
and he sank a corpse near the men whom he 
had hoped to save and whom he certainly 
doomed. In an instant an unquenchable 
fire sprang up in a nine-feot vein, just between 
the main entrance and on the right drift, for- 
ever shutting in the thirty-two men imprisoned 
there. 

Poor old David Hayes, father of the mis- 
taken hero, driven mad by the fate of his son, 
dashed into the sutphurous smoke and strang- 
ling fire damp, only to fall blindly by the side 
of his son, and to be drawn out an hour later 
with James Shearn, both recognized only by 
their wives. The fire, fanned by the air from 
the main drift, and from the fatal shaft itseif, 
soon sprung into an awful conflagration. 

The miners from the left drift escaped 
biackened and bruised, but safe, and they tell 
a fearful story ofthe scene; just before the 
blazing coal on the right could be seen a score 
of terrible faces walled in by flame... No man 
could pass and live. Willing hands and 
hearts were not wanting on the  out- 
side and Clerk Cook, of the 
mine, with the mihe inspector himself, 
headed a party of one hundred, who entered 
the main shaft, and after groping on for a 
quarter of a mile at least, were driven back 
again and again by the deadly gas, only to re- 
cover breath fora moment and again plunge 
in. They finally cameup on two bodies, and 
they were brought to the opening of the mine. 
They proved to be those of Shearn and Hayes, 
the elder. A volunteer corps worked 
steadily from noon until late tonight with no 
result but the two dead above named, and each 
trip but brought deeper despair to those above, 
and showed there was nohope and noonealive 
below. Thecorps of 100 was charged again 
and again as each exhausted squad staggered 
tothe outer air, but allin vain. One man— 
Kelly—who had entered several times, finally, 
from sheer exhaustion, fell into an open pit 
and was drawn out fatally injured. 

At midnight the smoke and gas from the 
right shaft — up the main exit in a broken 
volume, and after trials almost beyond human 
endurance the rescuing party gave up 
ail hope of recovering their comrades’ 
bodies from that entrance and turned their at- 
tention to the Ferguson mine, one and a half 
miles away. At this hour they are striving to 
penetrate from that mine, but the flames and 
smoke balk their every effort. 

The universal and unwilling verdict from 
old miners about the shaft is that 
the entombed men have either been 
killed outright by the explosion 
or later by suffocation. The latter seems to be 
more provable, at least in part, as sounds were 
heard from the entombed men as late as 1 
o'clock this afternoon. These grew weaker 
and weaker, however, and half an hour later 
even the most hopeful of the rescuers could 
hear nothing but his own heart- 
throbs. The men say that had 
they known the shaft was to be broken into, 
they would never have entered the mine,’ as 
either water or gas would surely have fol- 
lowed, since in these regions gas always 
comes from the upper shale. The owners, 
however, and in fact some of the men them- 
selves, say it was an accident, pure and 
simple, that could neither have been avoided 
nor atoned for.

HE CHANGED THE TERM. 


An Exciting Scene in Commons During 
Which Mr. Balfour Retracts a Statement. 
Lonpox, June 16.—In the house of com- 

mons tonight Mr. Balfour, replying to Mr. 
Dillon; denied that the police had charged 
upon and clubbed the people at New Tipperary 
for lighting bonfires to celebrate the marriage 
of William O’Brien. The police, he said, had 
put out the bonfires because -they formed an 
obstruction in the street. 

Messrs. Gill and Claney, nationalists, ques- 
tioned Mr. Balfour regarding the government’s 
system of “shadowing’’ persons in Ireland. 
They wanted to know how this shadowing 
could prevent boycotting. 

Mr. Balfour replied that no one was 
shadowed unless he was knowned to be en- 
gaged in intimidation. The government would 
promise to reduce the system only on condition 
that the Parnellites promised to induce the 
persons shadowed to abstain from intimida- 
tion. [Cheers from government members. } 

Mr. Dillon—‘‘If, after this brutal, abom- 
inable outrage, there is bloodshed, it will be 
upon your head.’’ 

Mr. Parnel! asked Mr. Balfour to adopt the 
English presumption that every person ac- 
cused is innocent until proved to be guilty. 
[Cheers.] 

Mr. Balfour—“‘Will Mr. Parnell undertake 
thet these people shall not repeat their 
crime.”’ 

This question brought out loud Parnellite 
cries of ‘what crime ?”’ 

Amid tremendous uproar, on the Parnellite 
side of the house, Mr. Dillon began an excited 
speech. He denounced Balfour and demanded 
an apology for the use of the word “crime.” 

A stormy scene ensued, in which Mr. Gill 
accused Balfour of lying, and -Mr. Gladstone 
challenged him to prove his assertion that the 
liberals resorted to the practice of shadowing. 

Mr. Balfour substituted the words “‘intimi- 
datiog and boy-cotting”’ for ‘‘crime.”’ 

Finally the speaker appealed to the house, 
and the matter was dropped.

Finance Committee 

Tariff Bill. 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Printed copies of 
the tariff bill, as amended by republican mem- 
bers of the senate finance committee up to 
Saturday night, were laid before the sub-com- 
mittee today. Itincluded the sugar and to- 
bacco schedules, and copies of these were given 
tolay to Senator Carlisle, representing the 
minority. Several changes were made today, 
and this will probably be the case every day 
until the bill gets into the senate. It is ex- 
pected that the sub-committee will be able to 
report the measure Wednesday or Thursday. 

Mr. McKinley said that the charges made 
in the house bill by the finance committee are 
comparatively few and unimportant. Senator 
Carlisle says he has not yet begun work on 
the report to be submitted by the minority, 
and that he will not do so until the entire bill 
has been placed in his hands.

BETWEEN THE RACES AT BROOKS 
SIDE, ALA. 


HOW THE TROUBLE ORIGINATED, 


A Negro Is Accidentally Struck by a loch 
Thrown by a White Man—The Negroes 
Arm and a Fight Ensues. 


Binwinouam, Ala., Junei6.—[Special }—A 
keg of beer caused a small race riot today at 
Brookside, a smal! mining town, sixteen miles 
west of this city. A pitched battle wa; fought 
on the main street, between one hundre.! armed 
negroes on one side, and about seventy-iive | 
white men on the othér. ef 

Tom Redmond, leader of the negroes, was 
killed and two or three others woun led. Tom 
Acres, white, received a slight woun:! om the 
head. He was the only white man hurt. 

ORIGIN OF THE TROUBL*. 

The trouble came about in this way. Yes- 
terday a crowd of white men were cn a wooded 
hill, near the town, drinking beer. They 
threw an empty keg down the hill, and were 
throwing rocks at it. One rock struck a parity 
of negroes at the foot of the hill, and a dispate 
arose between the whitesand blacks. One 
white man remarked that the negroes had 
better shoot them. The negroes said they 
would, and went home and armed themselves 
with rifles, 

NEGROES IN CHARGE OF THE TOWN. 

In five minutes thirty negroes were armed 
and patroling the streets of the town, making 
all sorts of threats. The whites armed them- 
selves, but the trouble was settled last night. 

This morning the disturbance was renewed. 
Tom Acres, a white man, met Jim McDowell, 
one of the negro leaders of the disturbance, 
and attempted to arrest him. Acres drew @ 
pistol and would have killed McDowell, but 
about that time Tom Redmond, another negro 
leafler, appeared with a riflein hand. Me- 
Dowell seized Redmond’s rifle and fired on 
Acres. The ball passed through the man’s hat, 
inflicting a slight wound inthe head. Acres 
tled to town and the negroes pursued, shooting 
at him. 

A REGULAR BATTLE. 

In front of Sloss & Co.’s store a pitched bat- 
tle took place, in which over one hundred 
shots were fired. The whites had armed 
themselves, and the negroes had been rein- 
forced to one hundred. 

At first the whites gave way and fled to the 
stores and houses, but finally they repulsed 
the negroes and drove them away. Several of 
the leaders of the negroes fled to the woods, 
and the whites pursued. : 

THREATS OF LYNCHING, 

Two of them—Mack Prater and Jim McRae 
—were captured, and will probably be shot or 
lynched tonight. 

As soon asthe sheriff was advised of the 
trouble he sent out a force of twenty-five 
deputies, but at4 o'clock they had not suc- 
ceeded in quieting the disturbance. Deputy 
Sheriff Lockhart, who is in charge of the 
oflicers, made a speech to the whites, ca!iing 
on them to disperse and assist in maintaining 
order, but they refused, and more troule is 
expected. The whites threaten to lynch th 
two negro prisoners. |

He Discusses the Slavery of Emancipation— 
Whites Paying for Colored Tuition— 
The Secret Societies. 


ATHENS, Ga., June 16.—[Special.}—A large 
audience perfectly enchained by the eloquence 
of asilyery tongue and the logic of a wise 
head. ~ ie 

That was what greeted the eye at the uni- 


versity chapel this morning as Hon. R. W. 


Patterson, of Macon, delivered, in glowing 
language, the oration before the literary socie- 
ties of the University of Georgia. 

He is an orator of recognized ability among 
Georgians, and his effort today but adds an- 
other wreath to his already unfading laurels. 
He came as the invited orator of the Demos- 
thenian society, and upheld the full glory of 
that grand old society, which has contributed 
so much to the state. He was greeted with a 
burst of applause, and from the very start held 
their undivided attention. 

He opened his speech with a pleasant reference 
to his connection and severance with the’ uni- 
versity. His opening thoughts were expressed 
as follows: 

The wizard of the north describes in Ivanhoe a 
tournament which summoned to the lists the best 
and bravest of England’s chivalry. Full many a 
knight was there who had made of fame itself the 
herald to procliam his victories to Christendom,and 
many a high device that day glistened on many a 


stainless shield. At length there approached the - 


polished armor —bore no 
device . save a young oak torn up 
by its roots, and to the heralds, who 
would announce his name, the Disinherited was 
the only title that he gave. Since the time when 
our great republic lay, like an infant, on America’s 
migthy breast; since the time when Georgia, 
like a maiden, blushed beneath the starry robe of 
statehood which she donned, this university has 
afforded the intellectual lists where youthful 
squires have won their spurs,and the most famous 
of a nation’s orators have not disdained to add to 
theirrenown. Many alance has here been broken by 
those haughty templars whom the degrees of this 
university have ennobled, and manya historic de- 
vice has glittered on the crest of those whose 
intellectual victories a nation cherished as its 
own. 

Yet on this historic spot, and in this haughty 
presence, he, whom your: courtesy has bidden 
speak to you, young gentlemen, today is entitled 
to wear no loftier device than that of a tree up- 
rooted in its youth, and inthese halls the disin- 
herited is the only title that he claims. For 
fiteen years, atthe bidding of this university, I 
haye been a stranger in these walls. Today, at 
her invitation, I return here, where once I 
dreamed those lofty dreams which only 
come by the _ resistless royality of youth, 
and where I writhed beneath that 
disappointment which seemsso crushing when 
the heart is young. Thus resummonedto her 
halis, after a lapse of years, I can afford to forget 
all that crisis in my boyhood, save that it brought 
an indulgent father closer to my side, Disdain 
me not,if Ican scarcely,even now, recall un- 
swerving confidence in an erring son without 
tribute of atear, but though those tears should 
fall, many as drops within the sea, each diamond 
thus dug from that deep mine, the heart, I would 
my father, fashioned into a diadem for thee. 

THE SLAVERY OF EMANCIPATION. 

Mr. Patterson then announced his theme to 
be ‘‘The Slavery of Emancipation.’’ He pro- 
ceeded to show how, by the emancipation of 
the slaves, the white people of the south have, 
since 1865, been in a condition of political 
slavery. He spoke most forcibly and elo- 
quently on the manner in which the present 
school system of Georgia is ran and denounced 
the practice of taking the white man’s taxes to 
educate the negro man’s child. He showed, 
by statistics, how the negro children were 
being educated with twice the rapidity 
of the whites. He won repeated ap- 
plause for his eloquent language 
in showing how today the little children of 
white farmers are daily toiling that the negro 
children may be educated. e advanced, as 
the solution of the negro problem, the gradual 
distribution of the negro over the entire 
country, and placing him in a position where 
he would not be aptto give any moretrouble. 
He paid a magnificent tribute 
to the work of the lamented Henry 
W. Grady, and urged that the southern 
young man take up his work where he left, 
and, under the approving eye of God, carry it 
tocompletion. He closed his speech with a 
description of Mount Washington during a 
thunder storm—how the my clouds were 
around them, and the lightning flashed, yet on 
the summit the sinking sun cast a halo of 
glory on all around. 

And as standing on that sunlit summit I con- 
templated the perils of our upward progress and 
the manner of our marvelous ascension, [ 
seemed to see as a panorama before me the most 
eventful epoch in my country’s history. The thun- 
ders of conquering war have rolled around the 
south, the Aehtnines of reconstruction blasted 
the institutions and the 
sombre cloud of race amalgama- 
tion wrapped the fair features of 
our sunny land in the darkness of the very shadow 
of death, but the patriotism of our people has 
been as unyielding as that iron railway which 
scaled the mountain’s face, and their patient, per- 
sistent energy has been as resistless as the throb- 
bing of that ascending engine. Softly, far below 
us sound the faint echoes of retiring war. Be- 
neath us now the lightning aims those lurid bolts, 
forged in the fires of sectional hate, and though 
the race cloud still hovers around, though aark- 
ness still doth compass us about, not far above us 
we can descry the summit which we are ae 
ing—a summit quiet in the grandeur of an ac- 
complished redemption, and radiant in the smile 
of an approving God. 

As he took his seat the audience broke into 
prolonged applause, which only died away into 
the strains of Dixie, which came from the 
band. It was pronounced by all to be as mas- 
terful an effort that has ever been delivered 
from the university stage. It will be publish-

A CAMPAIGN TRUTH FASTENED. 


Reply of Mr. T. J. Lyon to the Card of 
Messrs. Woolley and Others. 

CARTERSVILLE, Ga., June 16, 1890.—Editors Con- 
Stitution: My attention was called to an article 
in your iast Sunday’s issue over the signature of 
A. F. Woolley, in which he seeks to deny having 
told me that Commissioner Henderson required 
him to pay back $125 of his salary, after it was 
increased by Henderson from $1,200 to $1,500 per 
annum. Now, if hesays he did not make this 
Statement to ne in the presence of my wife at my 
house, he tells what he well knows to be a mali- 
cious and wanton falehood. I have in my posses- 
Sion a letter written me by Woolley from Savannah, 
Ga., while he was inspector of fertilizers that will 
Bpeak for itself, and in part is as follows: 

“Savannah, Ga., November 20, 1888.—It may be 
that if the legislature does nothing witn 
Jack or the department that Gordoh 
might reappoint him.” In the same conversation 
referred to above he (Wcolley) also told me that 
the department of agricniture was as corrupt a3 
the d—-], and that the legisiature ought to investi- 
gate it. This information, as I understood it, was 
£iven to me by Woolley that I might communi- 
cate it to some members of the legislature; and 
his language above corroborates that view. I did 
make this communication to our immediate sena- 
tor, Colonel J. W. Harris, Jr., and stated to him 
that from what Woolley had told me the farmers 
of Georgia were badly imposed upon. If Mr. 
Woolley or Commissioner Henderson either should 
desire it, I will publish ail of Woolley’s letters to 
ine, So that the public can be its own judge as to 
whether Mr. Woolley then thought that the de- 

yartinent of agriculture was at that time as 

minaculate as he now pretends to think 
itto be. As I passed through Atlanta last Febru- 
ary, On uy Way home from Hawkinsville, I saw 
Henderson and Woolley in close conversation in 
front of the Kimball house. Cotonel Mark Har- 
din came to me and wanted to know:if I could Bay 
to “Old Jack,” as he called him, that I got my in- 
formation from some other source than Woolley. 
I told him emphatically I could not. On the train 
home that evening with Woolley, he (Woolley) 
asked me if I had a conversation with Mark Har- 
din. Itola him that { had, and told him what 
Mark Hardin had said to me. Woolley then re- 
peated to me again that what he had said to me 
about the department was true, and that he would 
have to swear to it if put on the stand, but was in 
hopes that I could state that my information 
caine from some other source, as -Henderson 
had gotten after him about it.” 

I will here explain fully Dr. Jones’s, Mr. Dodd’s 
and M. A. Hardin’s connection with this transac - 
tion, all of whom seem to be and are very close 
friends to Woolley. On Veterans’ Day, in Atlanta, 
Ga., [met Dr. Jones, and in conversation abou 
this matter he seemed very anxious to brin 
& reconciliation between Woolley and pie 
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of mutual friends {that be did give Hentlerson 
$125, but it was a-voluntary act—that Henderson 
did not require it of him. On the seeond Saturday 
in May I was in Kingston, and met Dr. Jones, and 
he there made the same statement to me, 
ee that Woolley was in town, and that if 
oolley made this confeasion to me I was not 
to mention it in. To this proposition I replied 
that if I was called upon I would be compelled to 
State the facts, otherwise it would place mein a 
position I would not allow myself to be placed in. 
After some time he (Jones) prevailed upon me to 
go on the back side of the depot platform from 
where we were then talking.

Liggee 
No Censor Need Apply. 

President McCall exploded a bombshell 
among the Alabama editers when he sug- 
gested in the reading of his annual address, 
that a board, with the powers of a railroad 
commission, should be created by legislation 
to consider matters which might be beyond 
what a newspaper ought to say! In other 
words, the president of the Editors’ and Pub- 
lishers’ association, of Alabama, was in fa- 
vor of a state press censorship, which would 
hhave the power to limit the press in the free 
expression of its opinions. 

His suggestion created, as well it might, 
a storm of protest from the assembled ed- 
itors. The proposition was startling and 
unheard of in the journalistic annals of Ala- 
bama, and it was promptly condemned and 
unanimously voted down. } 

Mr. McCallis doubjless sorry now that he 
made the suggestion; it amounted to an in- 
sult tothe press of Alabama, no matter 
how it was meant. It was a blow, not only 
at the liberty of the press, but American 
liberty itself. The American editors have 
no desire to imitate Russian methods and 
customs, at least, in this matter of a press 
censorship, and the freest press in the world 
will be quick to resent any infringement of 
its liberty, in whatever guise it presents 
itself, 

This unheard-of suggestion was the only 
aiscordant note which marred the harmony 
of the meeting of Alabama’s editors. It is 
not likely to trouble them again. 


The Health Outlcok. 

Our telegrams report two cases of yellow 
fever on a vessel detained at the Chandeleur 
quarantine station. The disease is also said 
to be assuming epidemic proportions in Yu- 
catan. ‘ 

From Spain our advices are still more 
threatening. The genuine Asiatic cholera 
has broken out in that country, and is 
epreading. 

In view of this ~hrtelligence it is hardly 
necessary to urge upon our sanitary author- 
ities everywhere the importance of getting 
our ports in order. It will be necessary, 
too, to clean up the interior towns. 

If we invite a plague during the heated 
term it will be almost certain to come. Past 
experience, however, shows that we can bar 
itout. In such cases precaution is better 
than cure. 


Eager for the Fray. 

The session of the National ‘Temperance 
congress in New York last week brought 
out some remarkable ideas, and some still 
more remarkable eloquence. 

Mr. Henry Clay Bascom was one of the 
Jeading speakers. Among other things he 
said that if the federal constitution made it 
impossible for congress to pass a prohibitory 
liquor law, then it was time to get rid of the 
constitution, and he was ready to shoulder 
his musket for that purpose. 

The Rev. Joseph Cook, of Boston, ably 
supplemented Brother Bascom. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the prohibitionists 
“may ultimately need the musket,’’ and 
said, ‘‘we may have barricade riots yet.”’ 

According to an editorial in the World, 
several other speakers were equally out- 
spoken in threatening revolutiop and blood- 
shed in order to carry their point. 

Such talk is well calculated to make con- 
servative, old-fashioned people stare and 
gasp. The serious part of the business is 
the fact that Parson Cook, Bascom and some 
of the other extreme reformers are a power 
intheir way. They have a large following, 
and there is no telling what effect their ut- 
terances will hayein the near future. It 
will surprise nobody after this to hear of 
prohibition riots and violent assaults upon 
the persons and property of saloonmen in 
certain localities. 

if these reformers are in earnest, let them 
go ahead, shoulder their muskets and get up 
their barricade riots... They will find that 
their appeal to a higher law than the consti- 
tution will not cause their fellow-citizens to 
submit to their crusade of violence. It is 
éven possible that when the opportunity 
offers: some of the riflemen who are forced to 
defend themselves and their property, will 
aim a couple of fancy shots at Parson Cook 

and Brother Bascom. To put out two such 
shining lights would, of course, be a calam- 
ity, but such things are to be expected when 


Cook and Bascom stewed and sizzled until 
they were reckless and half delirious. This 
may account for their revolutionary talk. 
When the next cool wave comes along they 
will be as pleasant and as harmless as a cou- 
ple of refrigerators, But they have already 
done enough mischief to make them heartily 
ashamed,

Senator Evarts Takes a Stand. 

A Boston newspaper prints an editorial 
under the heading, ‘‘Mr. Evarts out for Sil- 
ver.’’ This heading is in the nature of in- 
formation, and it will be of exceptional in- 
terest to those who have endeavored to read 
Mr. Evarts’ remarks on the silver question. 
It is to be gathered from what he says that 
he is in favor of the unlimited coinage of 
silver, provided gold: continues to be the 
unit of ¢alue, with the white metal as a 
subsidiary attachment, contingent in the 
product of the California mines, and so forth 
and so on, to an extraordinary extent. 

The probability is that Mr. Evarts doesn’t 
know whether silver ought to be remone- 
tized or not, and he certainly doesn’t care. 
But the opportunity offered for one of his 
paralyzing speeches, and he poured it forth 
on the senate, each sentence filling a page 
of the Congressional Record. At a certain 
point in his remarks, gold seemed to be the 
only necessary metal. Then silver loomed 
up in the dim distance and overshadowed 
all the rest. 

Mr. Evarts setsa great example to our 
statesmen. They cannot all have the gift 
of gab, nor can they master the art of talk- 
ing all day without saying anything, but 
they can certainly learn how to wrapa crazy 
quilt of words around their small ideas. 
Meanwhile, those who desire to know how 
Mr. Evarts stands on the silver question, 
should send a postal card to the editor of the 
Congressional Record.

Silver Money. 

Senator Jones, of Nevada, in his speech 
favoring the remonetization of silver covers 
the question elaborately. Some of his cita- 
tions of the practical effects wpon the debtor 
classes are startling. 

The legislation had in 1873 by the republi- 
can majority in congress in favor of the 
‘‘old-bugs,’’ or creditor classes, is now 
shown by this republican senator to be noth- 
ing short of legalizing wholesale robbery. 
Senator Jones says: 

If a cotton planter in 1873 owed $10,000 he could 
then have paid it with 60,975 pounds of cotton. 
Today, by reason of the increased command which 
gold has over. commodities, it would take 101,010 
pounds of cotton to pay that $10,000; notwith- 
standing thatthe moneyin which the debtor has 
paid the interest has each year become mofe valu- 
able than it was at the time he contracted to pay it. 

Again he says: 

The property of the country is fast passing into 
the hands of the creditors, and if the iniquitous 
system is not reversed the condition of our Amer- 
ican farmers will be that of the farmers of gold- 
standard countries. Instead of owning their 
farms they will be tenants and rent-payers—a 
condition but little in advance of that which pre- 
vailed in feudal days. ; 

It is not unlikely that the question of res- 
cuing the country from the disastrous repub- 
lican legislation of 1873 may become the all- 
absorbing one, and that the farmers’ demand 
for relief will compel a hearing from ears 
that are now deaf to their suffering call. 


*Clinging to a Reed. 

The republicans are disposed to regard 
Speaker Reed in the ight of a man of des- 
tiny. They are not overgiven to hero- 
worship, but they have made a hero of their 
man Reed, and they think they see in him a

cause; his high-handed methods in congress 
will be remembered, and the partisan legis- 
lation to which the country has been forced 
to submit will rise up in black record against 
him and call forth an indignant protest from 
the people at the polls. 

It was witha view of increasing the re- 
publican power in the next national election 
that the federal election law infamy was de- 
sicned, and onthe passage of that bill the 
republicans base their hopes of future suc- 
cess; but against this and all other measures 
of force the people have protested, and will 
protest, and if allowed a vote at ail, their 
protest will assume a form not favorable to 
republican success.

burg Flour mills, the North Alabama Devel- 
opment company, the Warner Kidney Cure, 
and a few other enterprises. 

Several firms in New York represent Eng- 
lish syndicates and are ready to buy paying 
manufacturing establishmenfs. Mines are 
in disfavor just at present, and ordinary 
land is not in demand. 

Americans who think that itis an easy 
matter to sell property at a high price to 
Englishmen will find themselves badly mis- 
taken. Our cousins over the water ar 
shrewd business men. They want only first- 
class investments, such investments as the 
present owners do not care about disposing of. 

British capital is here, and more will come. 
It is destined to be an important factor in 
manufacturing, in railways and in the devel- 
opment of the most promising regions of the 
south. Butit is not going to come in the 
shape of atidal wave. It will not be reck- 
lessly wasted. Every dollar of it that is left 
here will get a doHar’s worthinreturn. This 
is the view of’an expert who has recently 


sonable view. 


Foraker and the Forgery. 

The whitewash that Foraker, of Ohio, is 
clamoring for doesn’t seem to be forthcom- 
ing. The trouble with Foraker is that his 
ambition to be president, or even something 
bigger, took such firm hold on his small 
mind that he had no hesitation in making 
an effort to destroy such republicans as 
might be supposed to stand in his way.

The Jefferson Davis Monument. 


Bearing upon the building of the monument 
to the memory of Jefferson Davis, the follow. 
ing resolution was read and unanimously 
adopted :

“As _—— of the contederacy he never 
swerved in his devotion to the cause for which 
you imperiled your lives, and when it fell, through 
no fault of his, but overcome by numbers, he suf< 
fered for you in chains and dungeon.

THE BODY MEETS IN REGULAR SES- 
SION, 


And After Adopting a Tax Ordinance for 
1890, Discussed a Street Car 
Franchise. 

The tax ordinance for 1890 and a Lactie 
gtreet car liue franchise consumed the time of 
the general council yesterday afternoon in reg- 
niar session. 

And a lively time it was. 

The session began in peace and harmony, 
andended in an unpleasant conversation be- 
tween Hon. James G. Woodward, of the 
alde.manic board, and Mr. Joel Hurt, presi- 
dent of the Atlantaand Edgewood street rail- 
Way company. 

The trouble grew out of the discussion of 
the award of the Luckie street franchise. 

It was quite warm and might have hada 
serious termination but for the interference of 
mutual friends. 

After the adjournment Mr. Woodward and 
Mr. Hurt were coming down in the eletator. 

Both gentlemen were yet warm over this 
discussion. 

A remark one made aroused the other, and 
as the elevator reached the lower floor they 
were quarreling, 

Immediately after leaving the elevator the 
quarre! culminated in an attempt on the part 
of both gentlemen to reach each other, but 
they were prevented by friends. | 

The Work Begins. 

When Mayor Pro Tem. Hutchison called 
the body to order a full representation was 
present. 

The clerk presented a paper from the alder- 
manic board touching the ordinance giving 
new numbers to houses on the streets. The pa- 
per made no change in the ordinance except as 
to the price to be paid for the work. 

‘“T would like tomake a motion just here,’’ 
said Mr. King. “The plan suggested does not 
wholly suit me, and I move that the papers be 
referred toa committee of five, two from the 
board of aldermen and three from the council.’’ 

‘‘T am opposed to any reference here,’’ said 
Mr. Hulsey. ‘‘We have given this matter here 
a careful study, and we have made But a re- 
port.

That part of Simp- 
son on one side of therailroad is north Simp- 
son and the other is south Simpson.” * 

‘“‘T agree with Mr. Kijng,’’ said Mr. Howell. 
“I think that the papers should be recom- 
mitted to the committee, and that some better 
plan should be secured. There can be no hurt 
in a little delay.”’ 

“Tt think a committee of conference,’ said 
Mr. Haas, “might end this dispute between 
the board and council.”’

That section in the ordinance 
for 1889 treated of bank shares taxed at mar- 
ket value. This yearit is made a part of sec- 
tien 4, wherein all stock, state, municipal and 
other corporations bonds are discussed, 


The consolidation of these two sections 


moves every other section of the ordinance for

12—15 it was in ’89—is reached. That section 
treats of taxes on parties unenumerated, and to 
it was added the words, ‘‘unless otherwise pro- 
vided in this ordinance.”’

I 1889 cireuses were required to pay a 
license tax of $100 and a clerk’s fee of $1.25 
for each performance, and each side-show $15 
for each day with the clerk’s fee. In the same 
section all theaters, opera-lhouses or halls 
where theatrical, sleight of hand, legerde- 
main or minstrels perform, were charged $350 
and clerk’s fee a year in quarterly install- 
ments or $10 for each show. 

Inthe new ordinance theaters were put 
down at £600.

‘I am more than willing to charge 
the cireus even the $600, but the theaters are 
quite different.

It is a great disadvantage to 
land selling, too. Mr. Collins says he can’t 
pay it, and has moved his books home.”’

Liquor, beer and wine at retail was left

‘Beer and malt liquors $100,’’ said the 
clerks.

‘I’m opposed to any change,’’ said Mr.

“I think this beer saloon feature is the 


best feature of our liquor law,’ said 
Mr. Woodward. “Only a few days ago 
every beer saloon in the city was 


searched at almost the same time, and 
in only two was liquor found. Then it is pre- 
venting drunkards, too.’’

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CAPTAIN JACK’S STORY. 


He Says He Fiung the First Confederate Flag 
to the Breeze on the Mississippi. 

SARATOGA, June 16.—The first confederate 
flag ever flung to the breeze on the Mississippi 
was raised by Captain J. F. Jack. He is a 
guest here, and he gives an interesting account 
of the incidentand of his eventful life. He 
Says: 

“T was born in 1830 in Ohio. In 1847 I 
drifted down fo New Orleans, and there, with- 
out friends or money, began the battle of life. 
Shortly afterward I joined a circus, and tray- 
eled with ftonthe road. Then we went up 
and down the Mississippi river ona floatin 
palace, touching at towns along the shore an 
giving entertainments. This palace was 200 
feet long, 50 feet wide, and would seat 2,000 

ople. I ran this boat for our company until 
1859, when I took charge of the Banjo, a 
smaller craft. On this boat I had a number of 
French Zouaves, who gave musket drills. As 
soon as Fort Sumter was fired upon I ran the 
craft up to Vicksburg and sold out every- 
thing, even to the muskets, which were 
purchased by the confederates. Then 
I came north and remained a few days 
in New York, but, as my feelings and interests 
were all with the southern people, I returned 
to New Orleans, purchased a passenger boat, 
called the Charm, and proceeded up the river. 
Arriving at Vicksburg I met the Prince, a 
small steamer in command of Captain Reeves, 
coming down. It was while we were moored 
at Vicksburg that I hoisted the confederate 
flag. Yousee atthat timeevery one was 
making a decided stand for one side or the 
other, and one day Captain Reeves came 
aboard the Charm. He had a confederate flag 
in his hand, and hesaid to me: ‘Captain Jack, 
these are the colors we are sailing under now.’ 


I said ‘All right,’ and taking the 
fl I nailed it on a long pole, and 
lashed the pole to the mainmast. But, under- 


stand me, if it were to be done once again, I 
would not do it. In fact, no colors would go 
tothe top of my mainmast except the stars 
and stripes, After that I continued to mn 
steamboats in southern waters until 1875, when 
my health failed, and since that time, with gri 
inone hand and pocket-book in the other, 
have explored.the world, and especially the 
United States, which is to my mind the great- 
est country on top of God’searth. I have 
lived at various times in'eighty-seven cities of 
the union. This is my first visit to Saratoga, 
Asageneral thing my summers are spent in 
Newport.”

Colonel Calhoun has the reputation of carry-

Already a number of subscriptions have 
been handed Colonel Calhoun to be used in 
the purchase of instruments and tniforms for 
the band.

It is the intention to have a band of thirty 
pieces, with probably a string band also.

BAD NEWS FOR BLONDES. 


Reasons for Thinking Fair Hair Is Becom- 
ing Extinct. 
From the British Medical Journal. 

In forming opinions as to whether 
fair-haired persons are less numerous 
in a particular locality now than for- 
merly, the element of age has to be 
considered. A person who has spent his 
childhood in a fair-haired district, and visits 
it again after a lapse of years, may easily 
imagine that the number of fair-haired per- 
sons is fewer than formerly, merely on ac- 
count of the class of persons from whom he 
draws the inference being more adult than 
those of whom he has recollections formerly. 

Upon the rate at which hair darkens from 
childhood to adult age we have some valuable 
observations, which show that the hair of 
light-complexioned male children darkens 
from 55 per cent during the first five years of 
life to 33 per cent at 45 years, and dark hair 
with light eyes is found to increasé in about 
the same ratio. Darkening of the female 
hair and eyes with age takes place to a much 
less extent than among males. It would 
appear, therefore, that in estimating the 
increase or diminution of fair-haired persons 
in a particular district observations on females 
are much more trustworthy than on males,from 
the fact that they are much less liable “to 
variations; but, on the other hand, it must be 
remembered that the color of a woman’s hair 
is more liable to alter according to the tint 
which is considered the most fashionable at a 
particular time. 

Besides the blending of fair-haired races 
with the dark stocks, there are other elements 
which Dr. Beddoe has shown may account for 
the diminution of fair hairin England, and 
these should not be overlooked. He considers 
that the xanthous temperament is less able to 
withstand the unsanitary conditions existing 
in the crowded populations of our great cities 
than the melanotic, and that in this way the 
law of natural selection operates against its 
increase. 

Again, asa large majority of women live 
and die unmarried and childless, itis probable, 
in his opinion, that the physical qualities of 
the race may be to a small extent molded by 
the action of conjugal, as well as natural selec- 
tions. In support of this he has given statis- 
tics showing that of 737 women only 55.5 
per cent of those with fair hair were mar- 
ried, against 79 per cent with black hair, 
while 37 per cent. with fair hair were 
unmarried, against 18 percent with black. 
On classifying those with red, fair, and brown 
hair as 4‘‘blonde,’’ and those with dark brown 
and black hair as ‘‘dark,’’ we have 359 of the 
former and 361 of the latter. Ofthe blondés 
he found 60 per cent were married to 70.5 of 
the dark, and 32 per cent of the former were 
unmarried to 21.5 of the latter. 

If during several generations this preference 
among the male sex for wives with dark hair 
should continue, it is reasonable to su 
pose it would exert an influence decidedly aa- 
verse tothe increase of fair-haired persons 
being maintained. On various grounds, there- 
fore, it would seem as if the fair hair so much 
beloved by poets and artists is doomed to be 
encroached upon and even replaced by that of 
darker hue. The rate at which this is taking 
place is probably slow, from the fact 
that nature is more conservative in her 
changes.

READY FOR BUSINESS. 


THE MELON EXCHANGE OPENS UP 
ITS OFFICES. 


And President Forrester Taiks cf the Situa- 
tion and the Outlook—The Exchange, He 
Says, Promises Much Good, 


» 2 


“Yes, we’re here, and here for business.” 

The president of the Melon-growers’ Ex- 
change stood in the door of the exchange ofilice, 
13 East Alabama street, as he answered his 
friend’s greeting. Mr. Forrester, in his~ shirt 
sleeves, had been busily directing his assistants 
in the work of arranging matters for the activ 
melon campaign. , 

‘“‘Yes,’’ he continued, ‘‘wearehere. Theex- 
change is an assured fact and, I may add, an 
assured success.”’ 

“You have the crop-—’ 

‘“‘We know that we will control ninety per 
cent of the melon crop. I have been over the 
entire ground, and I know whereof I speak.”’ 

Then he began to speak of the objects of the 
exchange. 

‘‘As an extensive grower myself, and speak- 
ing as I do for nine-tenths of the growers of 
“Georgia, I beljeve this exchange willbe a 
great benefit. Itisinnosense a monopoly, 
and anybody who says it is simply dees 
not understand the facts in the case. It is 
an organization for judicious distribution of 
the crop—nothing more. There will be no ad- 
vance of prices, but we will prevent, by sen- 
sible shipment, glutting the market at any 
one point while thereisascarcity at some 
other point. The melon-grower will be bene- 
fited by having his fruit carried forward 
promptly. Last year I lost forty cars 
through the . evils which we aim 
to correct; and many other shippers 
had the same experience. That set us think- 
ing and we came to the conclusion that there 
was something radically wrong somewhere. 
We think a judicious distribution of the crop 
the remedy—hence the exchange.”’ 

“But there is some kicking.”’ 

‘From some of the commission men—yes. 
But there need be none. They can get all the 
melons they want through the exchange agents 
and we are glad to sell to them and to 
everybody else. There will be no advance in 
prices—indeed they opened up this year lower 
than last. We prefer to sell them cheap and 
thereby handle them the more rapidly.’’ 

‘‘From the present outlook,’’ Mr. Forrester 
was asked, ‘‘do you think there will be a 
market for the entire melon crop ?”’ 

“Oh, yes. Under this system of ours we will 
not only dispose of the crop readily, but we 
will be able to greatly increase our acreage. I 
have no doubt we can find a market for double 
the number of melons we now produce—per- 
haps even more.’’ 

Mr. Forrester was busy with a lot of tele- 
grams which illustrated the working of the 
exchange. 

Philadelphia said ‘‘Send ten cars daily.’’ 
Baltimore wanted eleven. Syracuse wasina 
hurry for melons and Chicago wanted five. 

**T will place 100 cars a day this week,’’ said 
Mr. Forrester, ‘‘and when it gets warmer I 
will place as many as 300cars aday. It is 
warm here today, but notso warm north 
yet. I have a telegram from 
New York, saying it is cool there. 

‘*‘We have only heard from one car. It was 
sold in Cincinnati for $300to arrive. That is 
about equal to $200 at the shipping point. We 
have to make money on the first. We will 
lose on some later in the season.’’ 

‘“‘Have you heard from any of your ship- 
ments yet ?”’ 

‘‘How much more will the growers got for 
their melons this year than heretofore ?”’ 

“From thirty-three to fifty per cent. We 
have a large part of the crop in advance at 
prices which give the growers this increase 
over the average of former years.”’ 

Mr. Forrester hadin his hand a telegram 
from one of the Georgia agents of the ex- 
change. It was from Metcalfe, and said 
simply: 

‘‘Am loading four cars today. Instruct.’ 

“*T have just telegraphed him tosend them 
to Chicago,’’ said Mr. Forrester, to the order 
of our agent there. Our agents at theshipping 
points have lists of our agents in the markets, 
aud all we have to do is to wire them to send 
their cars tothe markets where we want to 
place them.’’ 

With ten thousand .cars to place in sixty 
0g that will keep Mr. Forrester pretty 

usy. 

‘We will have a dozen men here at work,’’ 
said he, ‘‘and a stenographer and typewriter. 
I expect I will have to have two stenograph- 
ers. I have one hundred letters to answer 
now, besides a great many telégrams.

The Central suburban schedule went into ef- 
fect at 6 o'clock yesterday morning. 

The first train rolled out on the minute. 
Superintendent of Transportation W. W. 
Starr, of Savannah, came up to give the mat- 
ter his personal attention and to be certain that 
the schedule worked. 

And work it did, without a single mishap, 
the trains going like clock-work. 

“This,” said Superintendent Starr yester- 
dav afternoen, “is a new wrinkle, a metro- 
politan wrinkle, and a great thing for Atlanta. 
Every car was filled yesterday. It pays from 
the start, and has popularized the Central 
woncerfully. 

“The credit for the arrangement is due Cap- 
tain E. P. Howell. The first thing he did 
after he was elected a director of the Central 
was to propose and explain the plan, and then 
push it to success. 

“The suburban trains are made up of two 
coaches, one an open and the other a closed 
coach, patterned both of them after the New 
York elevated railway cars. They were built 
by the Ohio Falls Car company, and are of the 
latest design and superb finish. - The engine is 
a'Baldwin make, and as to style and service- 
ability in right good keeping with the balance 
of the train. 

‘Altogether the suburban train is one of the 
prettiest, fastest, most reliable and most com- 
fortable in this country. There are no better 
in the north or east. The cars are lighted by 
gas—the Pintsch system. This feature worked 
particularly well yesterday. They are the 
only cars in the south lighted by this system.”

This was by a respite in the case of Gordon 
White, who but for this action would have 
bsen hung at Fort Gaines today. 

The gallows was constructed, and ail 

arrangements made for the execution. 
_ White is a negro boy about fourteen years of 
age. .}1is crime is rape, and the case is a re 
markable one fer the fact that his intended 
victim: was a white infant just eighteen 
~eonths old. 

He was convicted May 16th, and sentenced 
to hang June 17th. 

The respite is for an indefinite length of 
time, to allow an cxamination, and is quite 
probable that the death sentence will be com- 
muted to imprisonment for life. This is done 
for several reasons. The child was not hurt— 
the petition for pardon bringing out the fact 
that the crime was not consummated-—-and 
amongst the petitions are the mother of the 
child, Mrs. Edgar Adams, and the two grand- 
fathers. ‘Then another consideration is the 
youth of the prisoner; a mere boy. The ev- 
idence, moreover, was largely circuinstaatial. 

The petition for commutation is a very strong 
one, signed by the judge and jury that tried 
the case, the solicitor/ nearly every county 
officerin Clay county, and by a great many 
prominent citizens. 

It was presented before the governor by Mr. 
John R. Irwin, a young lawyer of Fort Gaines, 
and to his earnest and vigorous presentation of 
the case is due much of the credit for its suc- 
cess at the capitol. 

The sentence has not yet been commuted, 
though very probably it willbe. The order 
issued yesterday mercly respited the execution 
uutil further orders.

The Committee’s Meeting.

He Expresses a Variety of Bright Opinions 
on Many Subjects. 

Richmond State Interview. 

What cities have you considered about the 

worst In your travels ?’’

‘What do you think of the course of Rev.

‘‘Mr. Small’s vacillating course has pained 
his friends, but they have confidence in his in- 
tegrity. He has accepted the presidency of 
the Methodist college at Ogden, Utah. Ihave 
faith in him as a truly converted man, and 
look upon himas one of the most brilliant 
men inthe country.
